A disas­ 
ter of major proportions was feared 
today in the wake of a terrific hurri­ 
cane which roared out of the Carib­ 
bean late yesterday across the Domin­ 
ican 
Republic before veering in its 
course toward* 
Haiti 
and 
possibly 
Cuba. 
The onslaught of the storm, with a 
wind velocity estimated at from 135 to 
150 miles per hour, practically Isolated 
the 
affected 
regions 
by 
disrupting 
communications. 
Bits of information 
available in adjoining territory indi­ 
cated, however, that the storm caused 
immense havoc in the city of Santo 
Domingo as well as in other popula­ 
tion centers of the Island. 
While loss of life was not reported 
in 
first 
dispatchs, property damage 
was estimated In millions of dollars, 
Tile storm during the night was trav­ 
eling a northwesterly course, with a 
possibility cf striking the 
northern 
coast of Ch ha near Baracoa. 
Observatory experts were

the hurricane touched Cuba, its center 
would be too far over the sea to cause 
extended damage on the coast.
